Some tlci* during tha wlntar »vsry 
oota grower abould spend a few daye 
or more getuag his seed oora reedy 
for planting. It will pay weU to etudy 
every ear before ebeUIng. If the eeed 
has been stored properly It wUl soon 
be "aa dry as a bone.” anil ready for 
the re.4ieleotJoD and Mlmlni.Uon proo- 
ess. Some apparently tine ears laat 
fall wlU be found undesirable In many 
respeoU. Discard all esxt that have 
dlsoolored grain or cob, or a dead ap- 
pearanoe. Alao dliioard all ears that 
feel Ugbt In walght for their else and 
that have small, sharp kernels, and 
germa of poor development end ap- 
pearanee. 

Do not retain any ears excepting 
those showing good development and 
maturity, that are heavy for toetr alse 
and contain itrai:, viawtsua looking 
kernels of fairly unlfr.-m else and 
shape. In making the seleotlons do 
Dot give too much welgat to Sne butta 
and tips, tho portion between the buUs 
and tlpa la tha most IriportaiiL Bee 
that the ears are of good else toe the 
seeson at leaat On the other band, 
do not ehoose a great big ear—they 
are freaka, representiag undesirable 
rather than d-tilrable qasllUea of the 
variety. A good ear, exoeptlag in tha 
mountain osotlons, ehould contain be¬ 
tween It and 31 rows, with grains 
about H Inob In l«<'gth. 

After the seIeotto.v oomee the test 
for germination. If the seed was well- 
dried out before hard freetlng weader 
set In the ehanees are that germination 
wlU be nearly perfocL But one Is 
navar oertatn and tha only way to 
make sure la to pick out promlsouously 
10 or 100 ears from the pile and goi'- 
mlnate at least 6 grains from each ear, 
taken fronr. as many aectlona of tha 
ear. If tha test ehowa nearly per- 
feet germination It can be considered 
suSlclsDt evidence that further testing 
la not necessary, but It the teat shows 
low geruilnaUon then each ear should 
be tested and all dlsoarded that have 
one or more grains that not grow 
or show weak sprouta.
